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MAESTRICHT. 


HE City of Ataeftricht, call’d al- 

fo in Latin Trajettum ad Afofam or 

TrajeEtum fuperius co diftinguith it 

from Urrecht, Trajettum Inferius ; 
derives its name from Maes and Trechr fignt- 
fying a ferry or paflage, onthe River Adzes 
or Afofe , and is fituated on the borders of the 
Bifhoprick of Liege, at the diftance of four 
Leagues, between the Bifhop of which City 
and the Duke of Brabant, the Jurifdiction 
thereof was heretofore divided, but it is now 
entirely fubject tothe Hodanders : It is joyn’d 
to the Suburbs, which bear the name of the 
Wik, by a beautiful Stone-bridge of nine Ar- 
ches, and the Fortifications are reckon’d among 
the belt in Exrope ; contifting of divers regular 
Works, belides a {trong Wall and Trench. 
It ought tobe obferv’d, that according tothe 
differens fituation of the parts of the Walls, 
fo are the flanks, vz. fome of a more ancient, 
and others of a modern form; and that the 
aature of the Earth about the City affords a 
confiderable advantage to the Befiegers 5 for it 
is every where minable and very commodious 
for the making of Trenches,and all forts of pre- 
parations requilite in the ftorming of a place. 
The Houfes are all cover’d with flate; the 
Streets are large, and near the Town ftands a 
quarry of Stone, over which hangs an Hill 
that commands it ; but to make compenfation 
for this difadvantage the Baftion to the South- 
Eait is built very high. 

Here are two Collegiate Churches, and ohe 
of thefe whereof the King of Spain in quality 
of Duke of Brabant was formerly Canon, is 
dedicated to St. Servatins,who having converted 
thofe People to the Chriftian Faith, was the 
hrft Bifhop of this Diocefs, where he difcharg’d 
the Epifcopal functions with fingular prudence 
and piety, and died 4”.C.395. The 2orh and 
Salt Bithop of Maejtricht was St. Lambert, who 
fuffer’d Martyrdom there; infomuch that 
St. Hubert being offended at the ingratitude 
and cruelty of the Inhabitants, obtain’d a per- 
miflron of the Pope to tranflate the See from 
thence to Liege, An. 713. Inthe fame Church

Thus when the Epifcopal Se 
was tranflated to Liege, thofe Prelates fue 
ceeded likewife in the pofleffion of Asaeftri¢l 
which-was afterward fold by a certain Bithop 
of that Diocefs to the Emperour Charles 
Therefore this City is reckon’d among thom 
of the Prevince of Srabanr, in regard that 
hath been for a long time fubject to the Dom 
nion of the Spaniards: The Latitude there 
is 50 degrees and 40 Minutes & the Longitud 
21 deg. and 5; min. About half a league frot

Pity, until che beginning of the troubles of the 
“Low Conntries, when it was ftrengthen’d with 
. @ Garrifon by the Duke of Alva, and the other 
“Governours as a place fituated on the read: 
After the death of the Grand Commander, the 
Bpaniards mutinying retir’d from Zeeland to 
“Brabant, putting all things in confufion through 
Pheir infolent outrages, and were declar’d to 

enemies of their Country: They alfo dif- 
are’d their fury againft the Inhabitants of 
aeftricht, where they enter’d through the 
eachery of the German Garrifons,onthe 2orh. 
ay of O&tob. dn. 1576. pillag’d it, and com- 
hitted horrible Mailacres with all manner of 
P¥iolence, until at length they were order’d to 
Wepart from thence by vertue of a Treaty 
oncluded with Dow Fohn of <Auftria, as alfo 
ereft of the Spaniards, who were ready to 
barch out of the Country : But when the Fo- 
eign Garrifons had retreated, and the City of 
faeftricht after the deceafe of Don John, had 
pken part with the States, the Prince of Par- 
W- laid Siege thereto with a puiflant Army, 4. 
8579. The befieged having inthe City 1090 
oreign Souldiers, and 1200 Burghers well 
md, together with about 2000 Peafants that 
ad fled thither for refuge, made a molt vigo- 


mous defence, particularly during two bloudy 


flanlts, wherein the Spaniards were repuls’d. 
n the mean while the Prince laid two Bridges 
ver the Afexfe, and batter’d the Town with 
O pieces of Cannon: However the Garrifon 
ought with admirable courage, valiantly with- 
ood many attacks, and did much damage to 
he Prince of Parma, who obftinately conti- 
ued to profecute the Siege: Bat forafmuch 
$ the States were notable timely to fend any 
accours, and little progrefs was made in the 
‘ae veaty of Colen on which the Defendants re- 
“Mayed, the City was taken rather through fub- 
ilty and furprize than by ftorm, and the va- 
want Soldiers in refolutely oppofing their Enc- 
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mies for the fpace of three hours wereinifera- 
bly deftroy’d ; for certain Spaniard: ftole ever 
the-Works, and having without much difficul- 
ty maiter’d thote few that were polted next 
untothem, and who being wearied with con- 
tinual labour and watching lay faft aflec ppmade 
way for their fellows, fo that withitl a fhort 
fpace of time, the City was entirely fubdued 
a fecond time, and {uffer’d fo much throngh 
flaughter and rapine, that it was alino{t whol- 
ly depopulated, and rot in a long while alter 
reftor’d to his former condition. As for the 
number of Inhabitants that were flain during 
the Siege, it amounted to about 2500 Men 3 
neverthelefs the Congueft prov’d dear to the 
Spamiards; for they loft many veterane Soul- 
diers,together with the Lord of Averges, Count 
of Barlasmont, Colonel of a Regiment of Wa- 
lons an experienc’d Commander. 

Afterward the City of Adaeftricht remain’d 
for a long while in the pofleflion of the Spa- 
niards, who at laft fuffer’d it to be taken by 
the Hollanders y under the Conduct of the 
Prince of Orange, An. 1633. (the manner of 
which Siege is defcnb’d at large in Bleaw’s 
Theatrum Urbinm) and yielded it up tothem, 
in a Treaty of Peace concluded at AtunSter. 


‘On the 1ith. day of June An. 1673. the pre- 


fent French King Lewis XIV. arriv’d before 
Maeftricht, and laid a formal Siege thereto, re- 
ferving to himfelf the Upper Quarter, whillt 
the Lower was committed by him to the Duke 
of Aonmouth, together with the Command of 
8000 Men, and the Duke of Orleans was entru- 
fted with that, lying near the Suburbs of Wasch 
On the 14th. inftant a fignal being giver by the 
difcharge of five Cannons,they began the attack 
which was very violent, and the reliftance no 
lefsuntil at length the French breaking through 
all oppofition, became Malters of the Our. 
works by the latter end of the Month,and were 
making preparationsto ftorm the City Walls 5 
whereupon moft of the Townt-men, and a 
great part of the Garrifon began to mutin;, 
and compell’d the Goverror to yield to apar- 
ley, who finding himfelf opprefs'd witha po 
rent Enemy abroad, and another within the 
Walls, viz. atumultuous Peopte; conficering 
alfo that the Garrifon was extremely weaken’d 
through the violent ftorms, and tir'd with con- 
tinual Watchings, whilft there as yet appear : 
pa 





finall hopes of any relief 5 fent aDrummer into 
theEnemiesCamp to defire a Ceflation of Arms, 
as alfo divers Colonels with a project of an ac- 
commodation. But the French Monarch re- 
quir’d to have the place immediately deliver'd 
upto his Mercy 5 neverthelefs perceiving that 
the Inhabirants obftinately refuled to iubmit to 
this injunétion, and chofe rather to fuffer the 
urmolt extremity, hefoon after in the Peifoa 
of the Marquefs de Louvoy enter’d into a Capl- 
culation, and granted to them both honoura- 
ble and advantageous conditions, which were 
fign’d by the Deputies of each College. _ 
Thus as foon as the Articles were ratified, 
the Marguefs de Rochefore with a Regiment of 
Guards took pofleflion of one Gate of Adues- 
fricht, and the Count de Lorge with another 
Regiment,of one Port of Wack, till the 2d. 
day of July, when the Garrifon compleatly 
arm'd march’d out with Baggage, two Can- 
nons , and one Mortar-piece towards Bo/ch, 
It isevident that this City was not rafily or 
treacheroully furrender’d from the great num- 
ber of the Enemies, who were kill’d and 
wounded 5 for although they gave it out that 
they had but 180emen flain and 4090 wounded, 
yet tueir lois mouft certainly have been much 
greater, in regard that in one fingle Attack 
half the Regiment of the Dauphin was cut off, 
befides divers perfons of Quality, and even 
the Flower of the French Nobility 5 not to men- 
tion many noble Englifh Men, whofe undaun- 
ted Courage, during this Enterprize, is fufh- 
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the memories of all their Neighbours to } 
foon forgotten. Not long after the Freng 
King put 1500 Horfe and 6000 Foot ixto th 
City, and demolifh’d all the Works which bi 
Army had rais’d about it, caufing the Lines o 
Circumvallation and Contravallation, the Re 
trenchments, Approaches & Batteries to be demo 
lifh’d. He alfo commanded that the Fortifications 
of Tongeren & Mafeyck fhould be utterly defac'd, 
Inthe year 1676. the Confederate Forces} 
confifting of about 35 or 36 thoufand men up. B 
der the Command of his prefent Majefty off 1% 
Great Britain, then Prince of Orange, endea) 
vour'd torecoverthe fame City of Afaeftrich. __ 
although fix Baftions had been added to its For. 
tifications , and there remain’d in the. place 
4.53co Foot together with 2000 Horfe belides 
500 Dragoons. However this {trong Garrifon} 
appear d to be very much weaken’d through 
the continual Aflaults of the Befiegers, whilf 
the Exglijh did more efpecially fignalize thet 
valour in feveral defperate Attacks , and in 
taking divers Out-works upon the greatel 
Difadvantage. But forafmuch as. A4un/fer and 
other Allies did not fend any fupplies according 
tothcir Promife, andthe Marthal de Schomberg 
approach'd with a formidable French Army,) 
the Hollanders judg’d it to be expedient to raife 
their Camp and retire:Infomuch that A@aeftricht 
did not again fall into their hands, until it was 
reftor'd by vertue of the 84. Article of the 
Treaty of Peace concluded between them and 
the French at Nimueguen, in the Monthof a

The County of Huy hath been for a long time very 
remarkable, and retain’d under its Dominion the Dictricts 
of Hasbain and Condrotz ; but, at length, thefe particu- 
lar Counts or Eurls refign’d their Right to the Bithops of 
Liege. Theadjacent Country, being very fertile, nou- 
rifheth a great quantity of Cattel, and abounds with 
Mines of Iron, fo that the Inhabitants of Huy are chiedly 
employ’d in forging and ordering that Metal. Ths 
Town wastaken by the French, Anno Dom. 1675. and 
the Fortifications thereof were difmantled in the enfuing 
year; butit being afterward relior’d to the Bithop of 
Liege, be cauf'd the Works to be repair’d according to 
the Modern way, and hath render’d ita place of conti 
derable firength. 
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
